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PAUL WEIDEL BREAKS DOWN knobbie and regal lodge 



Leading Easily When His Tendon 
Sheath Gave Way Badly. 

Rain Descends Heavily After the 
First Latonia Race and Turns 
the Track to Mud. 



LATONIA. Ky.. June 24, — Misfortune that luis 
been attending the Lowenstein Brothers since their 
departure from New Orleans last spring continues 
and" they suffered their severest stroke this after- 
noon when their mainstay, tlie redoubtable Paul 
Weidel, victor in many races last year and con- 
queror of some noted horses in stakes, broke down 
badly while victory seemingly was in his possession. 
His elimination was complete, for jockey Stack was 
forced to pull him up to avoid falling. The incident 
came after the field had traversed five-eighths of 
the mile dash in the $2,000 handicap, which fea- 
tured the card. Paul Weidel at this time was well 
in front, apparently going easily and seemingly a 
certain winner. Suddenly he was seen to relax and 
his nearest followers passed him in a flash. It 
was thought instantly that he had broken down and 
this was fully confirmed when Stack vaulted from 
the saddle. With Paul Weidel’s elimination began 
a terrific struggle for main honors between Mile. 
Daxie and Jouett, the pair looming up as the prin- 
cipal contenders, for the others seemingly were 
beaten, but A. Baker’s Apbie Dear suddenly came 
with a terrific rush through the stretch and, gain- 
ing steadily, drew level with the pair of leaders 
and ultimately won by a scant half length. Mile. 
Daxie holding on just long enough to land second 
place by a n<m^ . 

For the ftrst^ime in years on a Kentucky track 
came a triple victory for an owner during the day’s 
racing. A. Baker was the lucky ore to achieve 
thia distinction when his Quince Garden, Aphie 
Dear and Aph scored in the respective races in 
which they started. Quince Garden and Aph were 
ridden by Pool. That rider also landed Alverida 
a winner. 

Storms which had been threatening here for sev- 
eral days, only to blow over and leave the atmos- 
phere torrid and sultry, finall.v decided to tarry 
for a while and the c*opious downpour which de- 
scended after the first race and continued until 
after the running of the third race, c-onverted the 
eourse into an ellipse of mud and upset earlier 
form deductions, mud performers being given over- 
whelming preference. 

Paul Weidel was with difficulty teken back to 
his stable and his injury may result in his retire- 
ment from active turf duty. There were several 
prospe«*tive buyers discussing the horse before his 
breakdown, but his owners held him at ,$30,000. 
Ke<*enlly the I>twensteins lost Prince Ching, w'hieh 
developed hastily at New Orleans and for whieli 
an offer of $10,000 was spurned. He died at 
riitirehill Dow’ns soon after reachkig there from 
the Crescent City. 

TALENT NOT EAR ASTRAY. 

The talent did iK»t go far astray in their cal- 
culations. Their worst setba«’k. aside from the de- 
feat of Paul Weidel. came with the running of 
the mile and a quarter dash. The lowly Pit proved 
the deluder here that cost the punters an immense 
sum. 

The o]>eiier found the <*onrse in fine <*ondilion, 
and it resulted in a spirited finish with Orlova just 
getting u|) ill time to overhaul Twinkle Blue, with 
the favorite Col. Taylor in thinl ]dacc. 

Firebrand found little ilifficulty in staying in 
the van of those trying conclusions with him in the 
se<*ond race and he won easily from Blanche Mac 
and Willow Tree. 

Quince Gard<‘n inaugurated the A. Baker sue* 
cesses when he led from the start in the third 
race and finished well ahead of Adventure and 
Billy Star. The latter would have l>een closer 
up but for (farner easing him up w'hen the colt 
began slipping and sprawling in the last sixteenth. 

Capital City accounted for the mile and a quarter 
dash after Romper had threatened to make a 
runaway of it by leading at one point by ten 
lengths. 

Aphie Dear’s success was of the sensational kind, 
for she appeared hopelessly out of any chance in 
the first half mile. i 

Alverida’s success w’as mostly du« to Pool’s 
skill and persistence, for he rode her hard all the 
way and kept her in advance of Atta Gal. Miss 
Crestwood was on her bad post behavior and it con- 
tributed to her failure. 

Aidi’s victory iu the final race was accomplished 
easily, for she led by a big margin all the way. 
She was claimed by B. F'rieiul for $2,100. John F. 
Kus.sell. which had been a distant wliipiH*r-in 
throughout the race, serving as the medium by 
which the claim was ac<*omplished. 

Nubian. Co<|uette and Shuttle, three of the highly 
bred two-year-olds that trainer C. H. Hughes 
brought here for the Lexington Stable, were shipped 
to the Xalapa Farm last night, where the.v will 
go into retirement and be used for breeding pur- 
poses next 3-ear.

Win Principal Races of Friday’s Aqueduct 
Program— Day of Old-Fashioned Sport. 



NEW Y’ORK, N. Y., June 24. — There was some 
good old-fashioned racing at Aqueduct Friday after- 
noon. The best horses in the six races didn’t win. 
The best horses seldom do win them, except when 
the class is high. Racing luck settles a lot of 
things. There was class and the form of public 
performance in two of the six contests. The best 
horses ran in them as they should have run. Three 
of ^thc four others were for the in-aiid -outers, 
which naturally meet whenever large numbers of 
horses assemble. In these, horses with the luck 
of present doing or those w'hicb bad been beaten 
by past bad racing luck won. 

One of the two-year-old affrays had a false re- 
sult, when Violinist beat Modo. But here racing 
luck had another torn. 

The best of the horses iu contest came out for 
the fourth race, the Olnmbala Handicap, at a mile 
and an eighth. There were only four in it. Yellow 
Hand and Thunderclap didn’t feel w-ell and stayed 
in their stalls. Knobbie, Veto, Paul Jones and 
Bellsolar were left, all nicely weighted according 
to their pasts. Knobbie is better than that. He is 
a much improved colt since the skilled Hildreth 
lK>ught him for $2i>.000 — and got a baigain. Knob- 
bie was heavily backed. Playfellow and Tom Mc- 
Taggart had caused the stable recent financial 
grief. Knobbie was chosen to heal some of its 
financial wounds. Fator was up. He got the 
Wrack colt off in a hurry* and Knobbie won all 
the way. with a tip toeing half in 48 seconds, the 
mile in 1:37^^ and the mile and an eighth in 
1:51%. Veto and Paul Jones bad a keen contest 
for second place and Veto got up in the last few 
strides or so by bis neck’s length. Paul Jones 
pulled up lame. 

Respectable selling platers were in the fifth race, 
under claiming price weights at a mile. Sam 
Hildreth, having won something for Rancocas, 
chose this one for himself. Regal Lodge 
was supported continuously and he and Fator fol- 
lowed in the way and style of Knobbie and Fator, 
Regal Lodge, away fast, also won all the way and 
was merely cantering at the finish to beat his 
iie.arest competitor and the second choice. Devasta- 
tion, by three lengths in 1:88, with a keen half in 
47%. Regal Lodge was much the best and ran 
fast and evenly. He is a nice race horse just now. 
There is no better looking one anywhere. 

Sea Wold, after two educators with The Trout 
and company, had ripened into ^ “good thing’* for 
the short course steeplechase for maidens at the 
jumping siKjrt. He had Bush up and was backed 
as if he were a modern Duettistc. Sea Wold al- 
ways had the situation in hand. He was managed 
differently and c*orrectly took the lead when Bush 
called on him and won right early from Overmatch, 
which will not be a non-winner long, and Peccant, 
about which the same estimate can be made. 

The other two-year-old race, a seller for third- 
class youngsters at five -eighths, out of the chute, 
fell to T. O. Webl>er’s California colt, by Runny- 
medc — Oiatha. a recent purchase. Ruunyol was 
backed and Runnyol was lucky. Turner got him 
away well and hustled him all the way to win by 
a length from the fragile and fast Mad Nell, which 
ran erratically. She was a length before the fad- 
ing Dick Deadeye. Then came Bountiful, the sec- 
ond choice — if the race had one. Bountiful can run 
fast ami work fast, but will not race fast except 
in siK)ts. She failed almost at the end here. 

Tims three favorites broke the spell against such 
IK*pular characters by winning their races. The 
air W'as again too hot for comfort, the track 
smooth and dull and a crowd of 12,000 were out 
to se«* and enjoy an afternoon of keen racing by 
average horses. 

A largo and eager gathering was on hand to see 
secretary Fred Rchberger open the claim box after 
the fifth race. Eight enveloi>es were taken from 
the box, five of them for Regal Lodge and the re- 
mainder for Devastation. S. Louis obtained Regal 
Lodge for $3,015 ^nd J. E. Madden got Devastation 
for $2,950. 

Sam Hildreth’s second jockey drew a suspension 
today and he is without a pilot for Thunderclap in 
the Queens County Handicap, or for Little Chief 
in the Great Americ;m tomorrow. Fator was set 
down for five days by the starter for disobedience 
astride Modo in the first race. Sund^* concludes a 
susi>en8lon tomorrow that was served out to him on 
Thursday. 

NEW KENTUCKY RACING DATES 



Fall Campaign to Open at Latonia September 
3 and End at Lexington October 29. I 



LATO.NIA, Ky., June 24. — Forty-seven days will 
comprise the fall racing term in Kentucky, with 
Liitonia as the initial point for resumption. Its 
fall meeting will consist of thirty-one days, be- 
ginning September 3 and terminating October 8. 
Louisville will follow with a ten days’ meeting, be- 
ginning October 12 and ending October 22. Lex- 
ington will ring down the curtains on the racing 
season with a meeting of six days, beginning Oc- 
tober 24 and terminating on Saturday, October 29. 

The above dates, originally requested, were rati- 
fied at the meeting of members of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission, held at Latonia this 
morning. The full meml>ership of the commission, 
with the cxeepMon of chairman Johnson N. Cam- 
den. who is ill at his home in Versailles, K3*., were 
present. 

Tlie ofiening at Litonia is a departure from 
former practice. Heretofore it was the euslom for 
Ijcxington to inaugurate the fall racing and, with 
the ex<‘eptioii of last 3’eur, when Latonia preceded 
Ijouisville, the Milldale traek was the s«*ene of 
final operations. Last year Louisvillo had the fin- 
ish of the season. 

With forty-seven days’ racing in the fall, Ken- 
tucky will have 108 racing days this year, sixty- 
oue day being the allotment for the spring and 
summer. 

The closing at Lexington will give the stay-at- 
homes during the winter a better opportunity for 
sending their charges into winter quarters and save 
them shipping bills, for roost of the horses winter- 
ing in the blue grass usually make the Lexington 
track or adjacent farms their headquarters. 

The same values in purses that were provided 
during the spring racing at the vgrious tracks will 
be furnished in the fail. acceidUig to secretary btoll 
of the Racing Coipfliiwiiott.

HAMILTON, Ont., June 24. — It was a typical 
British victory in the thirteenth renewal of the 
Hamilton Derby, the big racing attraction of the 
opening day. The Seagram stable supplied the win- 
ner in the English-bred Golden Sphere, a son of 
Oliver Goldsmith — Sphere of Influenee, which won 
by a length from Planet, with Pimlico third. I4in- 
caster. who had the mount on tlie winner, went to 
the front with a rush and the Britisher <»pened up 
a eominauding lead with a dazzling display of speed 
that left his op|>onents groggy Iteliind him. Planet 
was the one to take up the <*hase and at the top 
of the stretch the crowd was brought to their feet 
with the cry, “He’s heat! Lincaster went to work 
with the whip and the foreigner resimnded in a 
game manner and drew away at tlie end. Planet 
ran a creditable race, while Pimlico ensll.v was best 
of the others. The race w’as at a distance of a 
mile and a quarter aud the time of 2:tVi% W’as a 
creditable performance. The winner’s share of the 
stake was $4,710. 

(roldeii Sphere w’as backe<l with rare confidence 
and netted his admirers a dividend of $.5.40 for 
the usual $2 investment. This was his first start 
in America and his private trials laid l>e»*n quite 
encouraging. 

The opening day’s program offered by the Ham- 
ilton Jo<-key Club was an exceptionally good one 
and brought together w’ell balanced fields .-iiid the 
keenest of racing resulted. Apart from the lb rby. 
the Salisbury Handicap and tlic Mount Hope Stee- 
plechase wrere offered. Motor Cop, .7. K. L. Ross’ 
speed marvel, w'as returned winner of the former, 
lie slioiilderHl 133 ismnds and ran his opjionents 
dizzy in the first half mile and was under re- 
straint at the end. I’ltra Gold and Mock Orange 
supplied the battle for second place, with tlie 
former lasting out to win by a short bead. 

That the public is in favor of steeplecliasing 
was demonstrated w’ith the running of the Mount 
Hope. Tliis race marked the reappearance of 

leepers in Hamilton in some years and brought out 
more enthusiasm than the running of the Derby. 

Commander .1. K. L. Ross, :iccoiii]ianied by his 
family, arrived from Montreal and will remain for 
the meeting. 

J. S. Ward and Gallaher Brothers arrived from 
Kentucky with their stables and will finish out the 
remainder of the Canadian circuit. 

H. G. Bcdwell, acting for several western parties, 
made an offer of $7.5, OoO to P. T. (.'binn for the 
crop of yearlings, some twenty -tliree in number, 
which are located in Kentucky, Tlie offer was 
made while Bedw’ell was in Kentucky assisting J. 
F. Payne in laying out a breeding farm at Kenton. 
Mr. Chinn refused the offer, the crop going east 
to the auction block this summer.
